"A Visit from Slimy" is plenty amusing, and I always like funny. It's 
good-hearted, too, But I had difficulty understanding what is going on in some of the 
panels, maybe one of five. Interesting choice, making the octopus ethereally 
transparent. That way, we have a view of the women which is only slightly obscured 
Normally I'm turned off by tentacles, as the few other instances I've seen were plain 
evil, This was obviously consentual, except for the funny bit at the end, a fine role 
reversal with the women chasing the creature. While the situation isn't my kind of 
thing, it was fun, and pretty well done 

"Draconian Measures” is very well drawn and scripted, but it really isn’t 
my kind of thing. I'm not at all turned on by the dragon lady, as a literal lady dragon, 

May I say thank you, again, for the link to Dr. Comet's web site? I went 
there after the last pinups. Fine art, of realistic women. It was all good except the one 
of the guy with the horse; Aaah! Quick - hit the ‘Back’ button! Whew! I want fantasy, 
not bestiality, These women are simply helping me wait 'til [have a real one of my 
own, Anyway, thanks.
